Washington, D. C., Feb. 14.—[Special.]— 
There was no debate in the senaté today 
when the Elkins bill, as passed by the house, 
finally was adopted. This makes certain 
that a bill to prevent the giving or receiving 


of: rebates will reach the president. He al- 


ready has signified his readiness to sign it. 
This will complete the program of anti- 
trust legislation for thissession. It involves, 
as has been noted previously, the publicity 
feature of the department of commerce law, 


the expedition of all proceedings against the | 


trusts under the direction of the attorney 
general, and the prevention of illegal rebates 
‘by providing for a fine of both the giver and 
the receiver. 

The house amended the Elkins bill in such 
a way that an individual can be relieved from 
prosecution because of testimony given re- 
garding a rebate, but no relief is given to the 
corporation, so that if any officer of a cor- 
poration testifies to the existence of an il- 
legal rebate he cannot be punished on his 
own testimony, but the corporation for which 
he works is none the less to a fine 
for his actions. 

There is no chance for the passage of the 
Littlefield bill through the senate. It may 
be amended and reported out of Senator 
-Hoar’s committee, and it will be perfected 
to such a degree as to be ready for introduc- 
tion at the opening of the next session of 

congress. 

President Roosevelt and the strongest op- 
ponents of the trusts have come to the con- 


clusion, it is understood, that congress has | 


gone about as far in the direction of the 
regulation of corporations as it is desirable 
to go at the present time. 

The line between the legitimate business 
enterprise and the illegitimate monopoly 
called a trust frequently is hard to determine. 
It is believed, therefore, that the interests 
of the people will be served best by making 
haste slowly. 

The new corporation bureau. of the depart- 
ment of commerce will not be in opération 
for some time yet. It has to be organized 
entirely new from the ground up, and it may 

a year or two before a bystem of stativ- 
tics can be devised which will furnish the 
necessary information as to the regulation of, 
the trusts. 

The anti-trust program, so far as it has 
gone, is deemed a great triumph for the 
people because the way has been opened for 
more radical legislation in the future, if it 
is deemed necessary. The plan is to set 
the bureau of corporation at work gathering 
data which will be used by the new secretary, 
as well as by the president, as a basis for 
recommendations to congress in the future. 

The coal commission demonstrated the 
fact that there was no accurate information 
obtainable regarding the operations of the 
anthracite coal combination, the effect on 
wages, the actual cost of production, and 
similar items which would be indispensable 
to any attempt by the federal authorities to 
regulate the interstate commerce in an- 
thracite coal. 

It is believed now that the Sherman law, 
under the new act giving the courts imme- 
diate jurisdiction, can be used to curb the 
most flagrant of the trusts, and to supple- , 
ment it the Elkins law, it is hoped, will put 
an end to all illegal rebates and discrimina- 
tions, and thus open the way for general 
competition. 

Especial attention is being called to the 
fact that the Elkins law is not merely direct- 
ed against the trusts, but aims also to pre- 
vent all discrimination between shippers, 
great and small. On this account it is ex- 
pected that it will strengthen greatly the 
hands of the interstate commerce commission 
in it general work of regulating the railroads, 
entirely aside from the trust ee.

Chairman Mercer of the public 3 
and grounds committee today reported to 
the house the omnibus bill containing the 
item authorizing an increase of the cost of 
the Chicago public building from $4,000,000 
to $5,000,000. This measure is of particular 
interest to the middle west, as it contains a 
number of sections increasing the limit of 
cost of a number of buildings in Illinois and 
authorizing new structures at Champaign, 
III., to cost $70,000; at Sterling, to cost $35,- 
000; and a site at Dixon, to cost $10,000. It 
also provides for increasing the cost of the 
public buildings at Oak Park from $35,000 
to $45,000; Dekalb, from $65,000 to $100,000; 
Kankakee, from $70,000 to $80,000; and 
Pekin, from $70,000 to $80,000. 

A new structure at Traverse City, Mich., 
to cost $40,000 also is authorized, as are also 
sites at York, Neb., Chippewa Falls, Wis., 


| and Grand Island, Neb., at a cost of $10,000 


each. Sites for public buildings at Webster 
City and Mason City, Ia., to cost $8,000, also 
are provided for. 

The cost of the postoffice and courthouse 
at Council Bluffs is increased from $247,000 
to $253.000, and that at Centerville from 
$35,000 to $40,000, 

It is provided that the cost of the public 
building at Fond d Lac, Wis., will be in- 
creased from $60.5 » $65,000; at Janesville, 
Wis., from $75,000 $81,000: and the struc- 
ture at Wausau, Wi: from $50,000 to $57,000. 
Authority is given to purchase a site at 
Marimette, Wis., to cost $10,000. 

The cost of = public building at Battle 
Creek, Micb., is increased from $100,000 to 
$110,000, and the building at Owosso, Mich., 
frora $35.000 to $40,000. A new postoffice and 
courthouse is provided for at Lincoln, Neb., 
at a cost of $350,000. 

The secretary of the treasury is directed to 
sell the old building at that place for $50,000

Secure Agreement with Building Man- 
agers Which Puts a Limit on Work 
and Fixes Wages. | 


The flat janitors’ inion, whose jurisdiction 
is in Hyde Park, Kenwood, and Woodlawn, 
has secured an agreement with a number 
of building managers by which the janitors 
secure several concessions. The agreement, 
which goes into effect tomorrow, contains 
these provisions: | 

Janitors shall not be required to operate pas- 
senger elevators.

Bowen, Washington: In the name ot 
Venezuela and in my own name 1 offer you 
expressions of my eternal gratitude for the 
decided spontaneousness with which you 
have served the cause of justice, which is the 
cause of the humanity that distinguishes 
superior minds. 

Up to 2 o’clock this afternoon the British

Washington, D. Feb. 14.—[Special.}]—

Carnegie Anxious to Help. 

This fact became known tonight, after the 
last of the addenda to the peace protocols 
had been signed at the British embassy. 
Mr. Carnegie, it is said, has beén watching 
with close interest the progress of the nego- 
tiations here. Mr. Carnegie’s message was 
sent as soon as the news of Germany's de- 
mand was published. 7 

In announcing Mr. Carnegie’s offer tonight, 
Mr, Bowen said that many banks and finen- 

cial syndicates had all along been anxious to 
lend money to Venezuela, and had sent repre- 
sentatives to see him with this end in view, 
though these were, of course, of a business 
nature, whereas the offer of Mr. Carnegie 


was minde without any or de- 
mand for security. 5 
Mistake in Protocol. : 


At the conference at the British embassy 
this afternoon which occurred at $3 o’clock 
another important addendum was signed to 
clear up article 5 in the Italian protocol. By 
an error this article provided that the Vene- 
zuelan government obligate themselves to 
assign to the Italian government, commenc- 
ing the Ist day of March, 1903, for this pur- 
pose, and to alienate to no other purpose, 30 
per cent of the customs revenues of La 
Guayra and Puerto Cabello.” 

Had this provision stood . the 
Italian government would have been entitled 
to the entire 30 per cent instead of sharing 


it with the other allies as was intended. 


The matter was discovered in time to be 
corrected before the protocols were dis- 
patched to the foreign offices of the allies. 


Congratulations for Bowen. 

Cablegrams have been pouring in upon Mr. 
Bowen from Venezuela congratulating him 
upon the success of his mission. 

It is not expected that the next set of 
protocols providing for reference of the 
preferential question to The Hague will be 
taken up until the middle of next week. 


Blockade Ordered Raised. 

Minister Bowén was informed this after- 
noon by the German and British ambassadors 
that orders had been telegraphed from Berlin 
and London to the commanders of the allied 
squadrons to raise he blockade of the Vene- 

zuelan ports. 

Minister Bowen last night, as soon as the 
German protocol had been signed, handed to 
Baron Speck von Sternburg five drafts, cov- 
ering the payment of the $340,000 stipulated 
in the agreement. | 


Text of the Protocols. ‘ 

The text of the protocols which were signed 
last night by Mr. Bowen and the representa- 
tives of the allies were made public today. 
The text of the British protocol is as fol- 
lows: 

** Whereas, Certain differences have arisen 
between the United States of Venezuela and 
Great Britain in connection with the claims 
of British subjects against the Venezuelan 
government, the undersigned, Mr. Herbert 
W. Bowen, duly authorized thereto by the 
government of Venezuela, and his excellency 
the Right Hon. Sir Michael H. Herbert, K. 
C., M. G., C. B., his Britannic majesty’s am- 
bassador extraordinary and plenipotentiary 
to the United States of America, have agreed 
as follows: 

„Article 1. The Venezuelan. government 
declares that it recognizes in principle the 
justice of the claims which have been pre- 
ferred by his majesty’s government on be- 
half of British subjects. 

“article 2. The Venezuelan government 
will satisfy at once, by payment in cash or 
its equivalent, the claims of British cen gto 
which amount to about £5,500 ($27,500), aris- 
ing out of the seizure and plundering of 
British vessels and the outrages on their 
crews, and the maltreatment and the false 
imprisonment of British subjects.

| SENATOR TILLMAN PROUD OF THE 


SOUTH’S NEGRO POLICY. 


Denounces Those Who Would Recog- 
mize the Black Man as an Equal and 
Declares Whites Will Never Submit 
‘te Domination by the African Race 
—Streong Statements Are Made in an 
Address Before the Press Club at 
New York Banquet. | 


New York, Feb. 14. —{Spectal. Senator 
Ben Tillman of South Carolina chose The 
Race Problem as the subject of thé speech 


New York Press club at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Senator Tillman, with William Jennings Bry- 
an, Mayor Low, and others, was the guest of 
“the club, and although the, galleries were 
filled with women a good part of his speech 


was devoted to the lynching of negroes in 


the south for assaults on women. So violent 
and plain spoken did he become in his de- 
scription of the crimes which result im the 
burning of negroes at the stake that many 
women left the hall. 

Senator Tillman abused the president of 
the United States for his attitude on the 
negro problem, gloried in the use of shotguns 
and tissue paper ballotsin the southern states 
to prevent negro victories at the polis, and 
declared that the south stood ready to resort 
to thd bloodiest measures to prevent the 
negroes by their superior number from ob- 
taining the reins of government. 


‘““Roosevelted, Booted, Smooted.” 

„I have chosen to talk to you on what I 
regard as the most momentous question of 
today—the race problem,” said the senator. 
“Within three months the president of the 
United States has given utterance to things 
ahd done acts that have brought this ques- 
tion to the front. We have had utterances 
from the secretary of war on it, and only 
two days ago we heard from Brother Smoot 
of Utah that he thinks if the negro is good 
enough to dine with Teddy Roosevelt, he 
is good enough to dine with him and have 
white girls wait on the table while he’s doing 
it. And so within a short time we have had 
this question . Reosevelted, Rooted, and 
Smooted. Now I am going to say something 
about it. 

174 am dealing with a problem which in- 
volves life and death in half of this country, 
and I say that under those circumstances it 
is a crime for any man to take the question 
in his hands unless he knows what he is 
doing. ‘Secretary Root never said a wiser 
thing than that it would take the best 
thought, the best minds of both sections of 
'the eountry to settle it. 


Shotguns and Crooked Ballots O. K. 

“It was the men of the north that first 
brought niggers from their African jungles 
and sold them to our fathers. I, for one, 
thank God that slavery has gone from us 
forever. But in dealfig with the nigger 
now and the danger that he is threatening 
us with now, we may not all agree. 

For instance, we have given him the 
right of suffrage, and as a result we of 
South Carolina have been obliged to use 
the shotgun, and the tissue paper ballot to 
prevent his domination. 
hy have we used these things? Why, 
because there are 30,000 more nigger voters 
in the state than there are white voters. 

Are there any conditions under which 
we will permit ourselves to be governed by 
a lot of ignorant, degraded men who know 
‘no more of government than so many ba- 
boons? 

I'll tell you you are shutting the door 
of hope in the face ot the white man! You 
are starting to turn this government over 
to Africans. Nothing but this can happen 
within the next fifty years if the present 
system of nigger education continues. 

What is to stop negro dominion in South 
Carolina if this goes on? Nothing but im- 
migration, and immigration of whites, if 
you can find enough willing to go into a 
state run by niggers, means that the South 
Carolinian of fifty or a hundred years from 
now will be a half or a whole mulatto. 


South Will Use Bloody Measures. 

“To prevent this the people of the south 
are willing to take the bloodiest measures, 
You of the north may believe that God Al- 
mighty meant that the nigger should be the 
equa] of the white man, but you can’t shoot 
it into the man from the south, and I assure 
you you can’t vote it into him. 

Three months ago the president ot the 
United States wrote a letter in which he said 
that where the negro had qualified for public 
office he was unwilling to shut the door of 
hope in his face.

At 
any rate, I know among them men of force 
and education. I can understand, however, 
that under different conditions progress 
might be slower, but the quality of the ne- 
groes in San Francisco shows that the race is 
susceptible of culture and civilization. Per- 
haps if the fifteenth amendment had been 
considered in 1870 instead of at the close of 
the civil war it might have failed of passing, 
or it might have been less broad, but we are 
confronted with a condition which, though 
difficult of solution, need not discourage us. 


WHITE OR THE BLACK? ? 
Suffrage Is a Privilege, Not a Right, and 
Ex-Judge Thomas A. Moran Is Inclined to 

Justify the Course of the South. 

While granting that the negro is capable 
of development, ex-Judge Thomas A. Moran 
was inclined to justify the whites of the 
south in denying him, under present condi- 
tions; suffrage. He said: | 

“The condition of the negro, taken as a 
class, is such that I believe he should be kept. 
under tutelage until such time as he has 
undergone moral and mental development 
which shall enable him to appreciate and 
enact all the duties that are involved in 
active citizenship. He should be encouraged 
and assisted to this higher plane. He should 
be made to understand that he must earn his 
place and his standing in our life, and that he 
should be self-sustaining. Certainly, as yet, 
the negro has not made that progress which 
has earned him the right of that respect 
which will mark out his ultimate place in our 
national life. 
negro as a class. 

The whites, especially in the south, where 
the problem lies most acute, do and will con- 
trol. That is but natural. There are inherent 
distinctions of race which make this. but 
proper and right. For, taken as a last an- 
alysis after all else is said, the negro belongs 
to the inferior race; the Caucasian is the 
dominant race. * 

There should be broad education before 
the negro is given all the privileges of citizen- 
ship. The giving of the right of suffrage to 
the black man may have been a mistake. 
But the problem must be met squarely now, 
as it has developed from this act. I see noth- 
ing unlawful in restricting the use ot the bal- 
lot; in making intelligence and responsibility 
in the way of property holding the premium 
for the exercise of this privilege.’ 


Privilege, Not a Right. 
. Suffrage is a privilege, not a right. The 


Supreme court of our United States has so 
held. This should be borne in mind. This 


been largely a matter of state control. 
We deny woman the right ot siiffrage. 
Yet our American women, it certainly will 
not be disputed, are easily on the same in- 
tellectual plane with our men. They ‘are 
citizens—for a woman is a citizen in every 
sense of the word except this exercise of the 
ballot. Women pay taxes; they are required 
to take on the duties of citizenship. Yet they 
are not allowed the privilege of voting. I 
merely say this as proVing that there is 
nothing in the way of placing the negro under 
“tutelage. 
“The south has suffered from negro domi- 
nation. There is need only to consider the 
years following the rebellion, when state 
legislatures in the south were controlled by 
the blacks, to see this. The history of those 
years for the south is one not to be proud of. 
“I see nothing but a natural outgrowth in 
present conditions. The suffrage system has 
been tried for thirty years in the south, and 
now the outcry is louder than ever. Secreta-

In any case so much seems clear— 
that good will is the nucleus of capitalization 
in modern corporation finance. In a well 
financed, flourishing corporation good will, 
indeed, constitutes the total assets after lia- 
bilities have been met, but the total remain- 
ing assets may not nearly equal the total 
market value of the company’s good will; 
that is to say, — eee equipment (plant,

Objections Due to Archale Methods. 


In further explanation Prof. Veblen at- 
tacks a foot note to this paragraph which 
states his case completely.

Other Protocols Similar. 

With few exceptions the German and Ital- 
lan protocols correspond with that of Great 
Britain. Germany, it is provided, is to re- 
ceive $340,000, to be paid in five monthly in- 
staliments, beginning March 15, whereas 
Great Britain and Italy are to receive $27,500, 
the former the day the protocol is signed and 
the other sixty days from that date. 

To offset this ificreased advance payment 
given to Germany the following is provided in 
Article 3 of the Italian protocol: 

The Venezuelan government accepts, rec- 
ognizes, and will pay the amount of the Ital-

Italy. Reserves Treaty Rights.

It is, 
however, expressly agreed between the two 
governments that the interpretation to be 
given to articles 4 and 26 is the following:

that it must get a colony in order to find an 
outlet for the energy of its people. If we 
have a war with Germany we will not attempt 
to land an army at Bremen, or along the 
German coast, or to send our navy there, and 
Germany will not attempt to land at Coney 
Island or at the mouth of the Potomac river. 
The scene of war will be at Venezuela.

DELAYS. BALKAN CRISIS. 


Whole Effort of Russia and Aus- 
tria Is to Avert Threatened | 
‘Macedonian Rising.

LONDON, Feb. -14—Developments in the 
Balkan crisis promise to be more rapid than 
expected ten dat ago. There now is ample

he program of the Russo-Austrian inter-

It Was of course well understood that there

Reason for Delay by Powers. 

The explanation of the long delay in press- 
ing this program upon the sultan when time 
was of vital importance is that the scheme 
of reforms has been substantially modified. 
It is how understood that the list of demands 
which will be submitted to the sultan next 
weck with the solemn backing of the concert 
of Europe will be mild and ineffectual meas- 
ures which that shrewd sovereign can make a 
virtue of accepting even without putting his 
tongue in his cheek.

The whole professed object of Russo-Aus- 
trian action in the matter is to induce the 
leaders of the revolt in Macedonia and Bul- 
garia to abandon or postpone their plans for 
an immediate insurrection.

Turkey's Policy Scored in Paris.

tions against Turkish repression. 

Speeches are to be made at the Chateau 
d' Hau theater by orators representing the 
present ministerial majority, such as Baron 
Estournelles de Constant, Jean Jaures, Leroy, 
Beaulieu, and Pressense. 

In the best informed diplomatic circles the 
situation is regarded as more hopeful than 
last. week. The reforms suggested in the 
report drawn up by M. Steege, the French 
consul at Salonica, have in substance been 
adopted by Russia and Austria-Hungary. 

The Austro-Russian entente now commands 
confidence, for the assurance has been given 


that the plan, which does not aim at any- | 


thing so drastic as Macedonian autonomy, 
which is regarded here as impossible of at- 
talnment and as purely utopian, nor asks of 
the sultan anything tmpossible in execution 
or conflicting with his sovereignty, will reso- 
lutely be carried out by joint action. 

In the meanwhile Mme. Bachmetieff, the 


wife of the Russian representative at Sofia, 


who has herself recently visited the villages 
in Macedonia where disorder prevails, is at 
present in St. Petersburg and in long con- 
versations with the emperor has set forth the 
true state of affairs. | 
Mme. Bachmetieff is an American woman 
of great experience in oriental matters and 
an indomitable traveler of keen observation. 
The emperor, and particularly the emprésg, 
are greatly impressed by her harrowing de- 
scriptions of the actual state of the popula- 
tion of Macednnia.

The plan for the south side proposed by 
Mr. Burnham, and which he illustrated with 
charts and drawings, contemplated a broad 
park, tying outside the Illinois Central rall- 
way tracks, and extending from the present 
Lake Front park to Jackson park. This 
could be made by filling in the land with 
material from the mountains of earth and 
Fock thrown up by the excavaters along the 
banks of the sanitary canal. In making this 
park, the contour of the lake front, making 
the double curve, should de followed. 
Through the middie of this park a lagoon 
would extend its entire length. The western 
Dank of the lagodn would be high enough to 
shut out the view and the noise of the rail- 

way tracks, while on the outer or eastern 
‘side would be a broad parkway ending in an 
‘esplanade or in some places a beach at the 
water's edge. 

In the outer parkway is to be a broad ave- 
nue extending its entire length, and on either 
side smaller driveways and bridle paths and 
walks. A color scheme is to be worked out in 
the selection of the flowers and shrubs. 

The practical side of the plan was not over- 
looked, when the speaker proposed that the 
lagoon might be made a waterway for the 
tired business man, whose launch or hired 
boat would take him te his home grat 
scenes that would make him forget the work- 
aday world.

SECOND ANNUAL SHOW FORMAL- 
LY OPENS AT COLISEUM. - 


‘Everything in Line of Merselens Ve- 
hicles, Including a Number of Nov- 
elties, Is Exhibited—Bight Thou- 
sand Visitors the First Day—For- 
elgn Made Machines Stand Beside 
Those of Home Manufacture—Gaso- 
line Type Predominates. 


Automobiles have toien possession of the 
Coliseum and last night received 5,000 of 
their friends. During the afternoon, when 
the second annual show was opened, 8,000 
other visitors were present to greet the new 
kings of the road. 

Everything in the line of a horseless vehicle 
is on display—from the lightest runabout to 
the heaviest touring wagon, phaetons, 
broughams, coupés, cabs, and surreys, from 
the light delivery wagon to a four ton truck 
—825 in all. 


High Value Placed on Exhibits. 

That the show is fully up to the expecta- 
tions of the management is shown by the en- 
thusiastic statement by a member of the 
Automobile club: 

It is the greatest industrial show ever held 
in the United States. It represents more 
money and ingenuity than anything ever be- 
fore attempted in the industrial ine. The 
value of the exhibit will approximate $800,- 
000, of which $550,000 represents the automo- 


biles and the remainder the motors, wheels, . 


tires, lamps, and other parts of the vehicles.“ 


Copies of Foreign Models. 

While many of the exhibits show that for- 
eign models have been copied closely, the 
show is practically a demonstration of the 
advance made in a home industry, contrast - 
ing the gem of the collection, a $7,500 five seat 
touring car, with one manufactured ten 
years ago by a Kokomo, Ind., firm.’ The 
auto of 1893 is a cheap and crude appearing 
affair with solid rubber tires, bicycle tubing, 
side elliptical springs, and with spindle orna- 
ments set into its box. 

Of the 325 machines shown 70 per cent are 
of the gasoline type, 20 per cent of electrical 
power, and 10 per cent depend on steam for 
their energy. Five French and one German 
machine are exhibited. The most imposing 
one of French manufacture resembles the 
$7,500 touring car mentioned, but is much less 
elaborate and luxurious. Imported to this 
country, it would cost $1,400 more than the 
American model. The cheapest machine on 
the floor is a $500 light buckboard and from 
that figure the prices are almost as varied 
as the machines are numerous. 


Show Powerful Searchlight. 

Most of the automobiles are arranged so 
they can be quickly stripped, showing their 
working parts. Three-fourths of the vehi- 
cles are steered with wheels instead of the 
levers which were so popular a year ago. 
Some of the searchlights show the improve- 
ments made in precautions to avoid oustruc- 
tions at night. One light casts its rays for 
600 feet, and should enable the chauffeur to 


100 feet in advance, giving him time to stop 
his machine, even if it is one at the rate 
of thirty miles an hour. 

One of the novelties shown 18 a ‘physician’ s 
coupé, with a third seat in the front of the 
interior of the box. The séats are entirely 
inclosed, and the machine is operated from 
the Inside.

The members then took up proposed 
changes in the constitution and bylaws. The 
rule as to service now reads: 

“The server shall serve with both feet 
behind the base line, and within the limits 
of the im&ginary continuation of the center 
service and the side lines. He shall place 
both feet upon the ground immediately be- 
fore serving aud shall not take a running or 
a walking start. , | 

A change in law 24, which relates to chang- 
ing sides, was made as follows: 

“The player shall change sides at the end 
of the first, third, and every subsequent 
alternate game of each set and at the end 
of each set unless the number of games in 
such set be even. .. .” 

A rule was adopted whereby if a player, in 
serving a ball, shall miss the ball entirely 
in his stroke it shall not count as a fault.

Memphis, Tenn., Feb. 14.—[{Special.]—The

Last 
season the presence of McChesney, Alan-a- 
Dale, and Able Frank in barns close to each 
other led many to believe that the winner 
of the American Derby would surely emerge 
from Montgomery park, and John W. Schorr, 
the local brewer, won a handsome amount 
by wagering G. C. Bennett, Abe Frank’s 
owner, that no Memphis trained horse would 
win the classic. 


Rightful Is Far Advanced. 


In several instances stable commissions 
have been forwarded to be placed on the 
chances of the stable representative the 
moment the odds appear in the future book 
and from present indications there is no can- 
didate, ever so dark, that will want for some 
kind of backing. Of the Derby colts the 
most advanced in training is John W. 
Schorr’s Rightful. Rightful is a brether to 
Endurance by Right, the crack filly that per- 
formed in Schorr silk before Chicagoans dur- 
ing the summer of 1901, winning several 
juvenile classics before being shipped east, 
where she raced superbly enough to attract 
the eye of W. C. Whitney, who paid Schorra 
stated price of $40,000 for her. | 

The most-conspicuows of American Derby 
possibilities here is Skillful, by imp. Mirthful 
— Skadi. the property of Charles Ellison. 
Although Ellison has entered Capt. Arnold, 
Judge Himes, Lyman Hay, and Senator Mor- 
rison in the big Washington park race, Skill- 
ful is the magnet which will attract all of 
Ellison's time and attention, and also that 
of his trainer. Skillful’s few high class per- 
formances last year at Saratoga and the 
metropolitan tracks give him precedence over 
the local candidates and the perfect health 
in which he has wintered has also caused 
many friends to flock to the Ellison candi- 
date. Skillful is not a large horse, but he is 
compactly put together and when he reaches 
Chicago, if accidents do not occur, Ellison 
will have the horse keyed at the proper tune, 
for he is on record as saying that everything 
will be sacrificed for Skillful's preparation 
28 Chicago classic at Washington park 
in June. 


‘Hildreth Has No McChesney. 


S. C. Hildreth’s two reliances—Topsoil, the 
appropriately named son of Top Gallant and 
Earth, and Witful, the New Orleans stake 
winner—do not compare with the same train- 
er's duo of candidates last year, which were 
McChesney and Lucien Appleby, but Top- 
soil has wintered grandly and was not con- 
sidered far removed from being a great horse 
by the western division. Topsoil is inclined 
to be leggy, but the Hildreth stable attachés 
are bountiful in their prajse and have for- 
warded their commission to be placed on his 
future book chances.

the Laws Feared in Some States—

New Orleans, La., Feb. 14.—[Spectal.J— 
‘The sensation of the week here has been 
the developments in reference to the get 
rich quick concerns. The collapse that 
has come had long been predicted, and when 
the wreckage has been cleared away it will 
show some ugly scars to be healed. The 
solace must come from our turf rg 2 
while they have not been a party to the 
many — they have provided the field 
of operations Without the check that they 
should have made. 

From the birth of these concerns prac- 
tical horsemen have realized that * was 
only a question of time before the crash 
came. The promises made were too liberal 
to be good, and many have wondered why 
the halt was not called by those who admit 
that their mission is to enhance the sport 
and to steer the racing associations clear of 
the shoals that are constantly arising. 

The lack of wisdom is now apparent. Thou- 
sands of trusting people, the majority of 
whom have never seen a racetrack, have 
been made to part with their money, and 
the blame will not be put where it belongs. 
Racing as a sport must be the culprit, and 
it will take years of hard work to bring 
back the confidence that has been lost. 

Another and a serious aftermath that is 
feared is adverse legislation in many of 
the western states. This is more than the 
idle gossip of the calamity singers. - The 
queries that have come show that the sev- 
eral concerns have been doing business in 
all parts of the country. Their promises 
were so enticing that thousands have fallen 
into the trap and will now be out in open 
warfare t anything that can de con- 
nected with racing. 4 

In New York a bill is now before the legis- | 
lature which will prohibit the advertising 
or selling of tips on the races by irresponsi- 
ble parties. Some of these advisory con- 
cerns have been working on fairly legitimate 
lines, that is, they have given their clients 
information without ant — 
their money. This is y 
matter as the „get rich 8 plan of op- 
eration; still, it has its evils. | 

Another week’s racing has failed to show 
a 2 year old that can, by any stretching of 
the imagination, be classed as out of the or- 
dinary. The Texan wonders who were pre-

Chicagoans are chiefly 
interested in the location of the women’s 
championship, and those who have been 
working hard to secure the event for the 
Chicago Golf club feel reasonably sure their 
efforts will prove successful. They have re- 
ceived assurances from the leading author- 
ities in the east of their support. 

Chief among these is G. Herbert Windeler, 
the nominee for the presidency of the U. S. 
G. A. When in New York last week at a 
meeting of the rules committee he stated 
that as the east had had the women’s event 
seven times it was time the west was given 
a chance. He further said that several of 
the Boston players who had signed a peti- 
tion favoring the east had told him they 
would go to Chicago if the event was held 
there. 

Edward P. Martin of the Chicago Golf club 
and Thomas Taylor Jr. of the Onwentsia 
club will attend the meeting, the former 
taking with him proxies from the Glen View 
and Midlothian clubs. O. D. Thompson of 
the Allegheny Country club will also be 
present. 


No Fight for Other Events. 


There does not appear to be any prospect 
of fights over the location of the amateur and 
open championships. The former is expect- 
ed to go to the Nassau Country club and the 
latter to the Baltusrol Golf club. 

Secretary Ballou said last week that no 
notices of changes in the constitution or by- 
laws were on file with him. The committee 
appointed to interpret the new rules as 
amended by the Royal and Ancient Club of 
St. Andrews held its last meeting in New 
York last week. The members of this com- 
mittee are G. H. Windeler, W. J. Travis, and

Favors Wide Open Tourney. 


Plans for the proposed visit of a team from 
the Oxford and Cambridge Golfing society 
will also be discussed at the meeting. It 
is also possible that some of the advocates 
of a wide open amateur championship may 
bring up the subject. Regarding this mat- 
ter a well known critic writes as folldws: 

It is strange that the United States Golf 
association should be less liberal than the 
Royal and Ancient Club of St. Andrews, for 
on the other side any bona fide amateur may 
compete in the amateur championship. 
There is really less reason to be so strict 
here, because a definition of an amateur 
golfer has been adopted which certainly does 
not err on the side of laxity, and is un- 


doubtedly stricter than any rule relating to 


amateurs in force in Great Britain. 

By forming a national association we 
have avoided the mistake of committing 
golfing affairs to any one club, however 
royal and ancient it may be, and having 
started on this wide and liberal road, we 
have by the restrictions placed upon en- 
trances for the championship unwisely 
strayed into the path of exclusiveness. 

It is a curious consequence of the exist- 
ing state of things that, with the exception 
of Princeton (and the club there is not ex- 
clusively a college one), no golfer can enter 
from his university, and, unless he happens 
to be a member of some association or allied 
club, he cannot enter at all. This is not pre- 


| cisely the way in which to encourage the 


younger school of players.“

While Mr. Brandt says that he personally 
has no objection to the date set, he does 
not believe that the Ohio club has any right 
to dictate terms to the big league, and as 
an officer will balk any attempt the Cleveland 
players may make. |

The 
third period was a repetition of the first two 
and when they started the fourth round with 
the same tactics he stopped the bout, stating 
if he permitted it to proceed any further he 
would consider himself unfit to referee before 
any club in Philadelphia. "Ef 
Armstrong's style of fighting is well known 
to the Quaker followers of the sport and the 
consensus of opinion is he was not trying. 
Gardner had never been seen in Philadelphia, 
but his showing, for a champion, was such he 
was considered a partner in the job. George

REMEMBER THE MAINE IN CUBA. 


Propriety of the Exercises, Memorial 
Services Will Be Held at Wreck. 


HAVANA, Feb. 14.—Differences of opin- 
fon exist among the Americans as to the 
‘propriety of holding memorial exercises at 
the wreck of the battleship Maine toniorrow, 
the fifth anniversary of its destruction, as 
decided upon at a meeting held here yester- 
day. ‘Some of them believe it is impolitic 
to hold the exercises where so many Span- 
fards reside. Mr. Squiers declined the invi- 
tation of the committee which ‘called on 
him today. He took the ground that the 
possibility of giving offense to those who 
are now friends of the United States by 
stirring up memories of the past ought to 
be avoided.

Only two British officers were wounded. The 
enemy lost heavily, but the city was unin- 
jured. The emir of Kano fied to Sokoto. 

An official dispatch to the colonial office 
adds that twelve of the British rank and file 
were wounded and that 300 of the enemy 
were kiiled. The emir was accompanied in 
his flight by 1,000 horsemen. 

The expedition was fitted out early in Jan- 
wary in consequence of the menacing atti- 
tude of the emir of Kano, a powerfu! Moham- 
medan ruler of northern Nigeria, who had 
placed a price on the head of Capt. Abadie, 
the British resident at Zaria, capital of Zer- 
eg. in central Africa.

(a) In relieving them of some of the drudgery 


which takes their time and attention from the im-. 


portant duties of handling trains. (b) By paying 
salaries somewhere in proportion to the admitted 
responsibilities. (c) By reducing the hours of 
service, so that a day’s service shall consist of 
eight hours, instead ot twelve and in same cases 
fifteen, and allowing no operator who has to handle 
a train to work more than sixteen hours under 
any cjrumstancés. 

Second—The legislature of every state should 
enact a law creating a board of examiners or a 
commission, composed. of three or five members 
whose duties will be to examine all applicants 
for the position of operator within that state, 
recognizing, however, the certifiate of a similar 
board of another state. (a) By placing a minimum 
say 18, upon all applicants. (b) The 
examination to consist of a medium educational 
qualification, familiarity with the rules of the 
various railroads, and a strict standard of telegra- 
phic profiency. | 

I believe the remedies I have here imperfectly 
stated and the conditions inststed upon will give 
to the railroad and to the public men that are 
competent and capable, who, with the present 
system of ‘* telegraphic railroading ’’ will reduce 
ral.road accidents to a minimum. 

Not that the system or the men will be absolutely 
perfect, that being practically impossible, but it 
will be a great improvement over the present meth- 


ods, and in keeping with our daily advancement 


in mechanical, electrical, and commercial strides. 
It will: place the operator beyond the rga 
„ favoritism ’’ where merit and ability is lack- 
ing, which, under our present system, all too often 
happens. It will raise the standard of efficiency 
and lend dignity to that which is now frequently 
menial d veling.. 

As between the system now prevailing and this 
I believe nearly all who are qualified to — will 
agree this comes nearer the real standard, lessen- 
ing the dangers to life and property, and insuring

Frequently there was much in the actions 
of the unions while struggling for recogni- 
tion to excite disfrust. Their ways were 
not always polite. One employer after an- 
other has consented to have dealings with 
unions and has found them easier to get 
along with than he imagined. He has dis- 
covered that when they are treated fairly 
they are more reasonable and less aggres- 
sive than he fancied they would be. The 
mineowners may make the same discovery 
if they will recognize the miners’ organiza- 
The commission will disappoint the. pub- 
lic if it shall fail to devise 4 reasonable 
plan’ for the prompt and peaceful adjust- 
ment of future disputes over wages or con- 
ditions of employment in the great anthra- 
cite industry. Publie sentiment probably 
will be strong enough to compel employers 
and employés to accept such a plan, though 
it may not be in all respects satisfactory to 
them.

The 
people themselves were politically wide- 
awake, and this sentiment was subsequently 
illustrated practically. They had watched 
Abraham Lincoln during the Kansas-Ne- 
braska excitement. They had been proud of 
him for the way he conducted himeelf in the 
debates with Dotglas. And when, in 1860, 
it became necessary to nominate a candi- 
date for the presidency, and the east sent its 
delegates here with the certain assurance 
that Seward, its candidate, was to have that 
honor, they encountered an opposition of 
whose ability, and energy, and foree they 
had never dreamed, and which carried 
everything before it like a western cyclone. 
From that memorable time on Lincoln be- 
longed to Chicago. His strongest friends 
and his most sagacious advisers were here. 
His most frequent visits were made here. 
So far as a man who belongs to the whole 
world can be said to belong to a city, he be- 
longs to Chicago. It will be time for Chi- 
cago to defend that possesston when it se- 


riously is disputed. 


It is said to be foolish to complain about 
spots on the sun.

The birthday of Lincoln is approaching its 

centennial, for he was born ninety-four 

years ago of a wonderful mother, of whom 
the world knows, alas, too little. 

Nancy Hanks! 

I know not what furtive, haunting sug- 
gestiveness there is in this of piquant 
pride and girlish coquetry. But whatever 
buoyant song her soul might have sung 
under happier skies, that gentle soul was 
all too sensitive to the hard conditions of 
her environment. She drooped, and the 
rosy cheeks grew wan, and the great soft 
eyes were troubled in their depths, and the 
eager, questioning mind was numbed by 
the riddle of her life and the burden ot ite 
sorrows. If the wind laughed in the sun, 
it sobbed in the night. If the spirits ot the 
forest whispered hope the sometimes 
shrieked despair. If the clou like water 
fowl, rested on the bosom of her woodland 
poots, they also hung like shadows above 
her brooding heart. And so the moaning of 
the -wind and the shadows of the clouds, 
and the boding spirits of the earth and sky, 
and the mystery, and pathos, and tragedy 
of life passed into her nature and became 
part of it, and into the nature of Abraham,

Nr. Roewade suggests as a remedy of these 
evils, and, through them, of the trust evéi, 
reforms worked out along lines. 
He calle attention to the government over- 
sight of transportation practiced in the old 
world, and to the new kind of harbors which 
have been built at certain ports on the con- 
tinent—at Hamburg and Copenhagen, for ex- 
ample—harbors which provide proper facili- 
ties for modern vessels and adequate connec- 
tion with railroads.” Harbors in which no pri- 
vate concern or corporation owns a foot of 
dock or ground. He describes the markets 
that t in every European city of size, 
w all classes of products are gathered to- 
gether under roof, generally each class by 
itself. He recommends the public méat mar- 
kets in use abroad, and the public sla 
houses, “ abattoirs,” that exist in all im- 
portant European cities. By such a system 
here, he believes, so large an amount of un- 
certainty would be brought into the meat 
packers’ caleulations that it would be impos- 
sible for them to control the prices as they 
now do, and, by export of surplus production, 
to keep these on a desired level.

When these are brought to him he 
opens the money receptacl with an ax, 
takes out the nickels, and then sends the 
machine dewn to the basement, where Officer 
Richard Pugh reduces it to kindling wood 
with a sledge. In the sacksin the safe Cus- 
todian Cregier has 21,600 nickels and 3,200 
pennies. In these safes, too, are the en- 
velopes agp yer money which has been 
recovared by the police from the thieves 
who stole it. 
Not Much Uncalled For. 
About 90 per cent of the property which 
comes into the custodian’s hands is restored 
during the year to the owners. Unclaimed 
property is kept a year, and then if it is 
not wanted as evidence it is sold at auction 
to the highest bidder. Unclaimed sums of 
money are added to the amount realized from 
the auction, and the entire sum is turned into 
the police pension fund. The custodian turned 
over $850 last year to the pension fund as 
the amount realized from the sale of un- 
claimed lost and stolen property. Property 
properly identified by the owners will be 
immediately turned over to them unless, as 
is often the case, it is required as evidence. 
In this event it may be kept as long as four 
or five years, pending the final disposition of 
the case, though this is unusual.

This pres- 
ent exhibition. Ahead of anything we ever 
had. That tells what we are doing.” 
Although in the judgment of some Mr. 
Johansen's landscapes are better than his 
figures, and might better have been bought 
than his Miss R.“ he is deliberately work- 
ing into portraiture, “I want to get style, 
Just as a writer does, and to have it well in 
hand so as to be sure of myself,” he says.

ANY who are not sluggards, have 
gone to the ant and considered her 
ways, but the diligent little wom- 
an's store of wisdom is not yet ex- 
hausted. 

Woman is correct and so is her,” for 
most of the ants, as well as the bees, and 
all the workers of both species are females. | 
And of these females all but the queen are 
old maids, eschewing matrimony as a nui- 
sance and an impediment to useful work. 
Now the astonishing discovery has been 
made that their celibacy. constitutes no bar 
to their perpetuation of the species, at least 
for several generations. It has long been 
known that virgin queens, both of bees and 
of ants, lay eggs, and it has become known 
more recently that the workers, which never 
mate, do the same thing, but it has been 
assumed, from imperfect observation, that 
these eggs always hatch into drones or 
males, never into females of either the queen 


| or the worker variety. 


A German naturalist named Reichenbach 
ne been putting the matter to a simple test, 
which, however, has occupied several years. 
In the spring of 1899 he imprisoned eleven 
worker ants in.an observation nest. Soon 
‘they laid eggs which hatched not into males 
but into workers. Later in the’ season, at 
the natural mating time in July, a few males 
were hatched out. The same thing was re- 
peated next year. Then the colony had in- 
creased from the original eleven to some 300, 
only two or three dozens of which were 
males. The process was repeated in 1901, 
but the colony had begun to dwindle, and 
in 1902 it perished from unknown causes 
and thus put an end to the experiment. 

No perfect females. (queens) were pro- 
duced, although the insects were provided 
with an abundance of food, which is com- 
monly supposed to favor the production of 
queens. But the workers were far in excess 
of the males, which, according to the pre- 
valling theory, should have constituted the 
entire product. 

‘The remarkable fact is that these work- 
ers, instead of producing only males, which 
cannot carry on the species without mating, 
produced workers like themselves, which

In spite of the fact that 
Those who use the razor frequently cut them- 
es, yet it is rarely that any thing more 
Serious than a cut follows, the slight wound 
Generally healing quickly, and the risk of 
septicemia arising in this way would seem 
Be almost nil. 

“In the majority of cases, therefore, 
clear that the razor blade must be 
Bacteriologically clean—free from septic mat- 
tr—which may be attributed to the fact 
(hat probably it is dipped into hot or steril- 

Water before use, or else that the soap 
lather is antiseptic. The latter explanation 
stems the more probable of the two. The 
SMeunt of soap rubbed on the skin is con- 
Siderable if the shaving is to be in any degree 
fomfortable, and soap has antiseptic power, 
&6 per cent solution being sufficient to de- 
Stroy the typhoid bacillus.

Burglars and housebreakers in the guise 
‘of peddlers, agents, or persons looking for:

for easy places to rob. After they have re- 
peatedly rung the bell and assured them- 
‘Selves that no one is at home they are quite 
apt to try the door. If it is unlocked they 
naturally walk in and help themselves. The 
moral is quite obvious. It is simply to be 
sure to lock the doors and ie na when 
you go away from — | oe 


Next to the individual who falls to lock his 
door the burglar loves the person who has a 
nice easy lock on his door that can be opened 
with a skeleton key. Burglars make a study 
of locks, and one that baffled them two years 
ago may now be easy for them to open. With 
a half dozen master and skeleton keys they 
are able to negotiate many a lock which the 
owner fondly imagines could not be blown 
open with dynamite. While almost any of 
the more ingenious burglars can open a lock 
with a skeleton key, their work is in vain if 
the lock is reinforced with a bolt. The only

the top thereof for the purpose of entering 
within the house and stealing.“ A great 
number of burglaries committed in Chicago 
are done by porch climbers; People havea 
habit after dressing for dinner of raising the 
‘windows in order to air the rooms before 
bedtime. The porch climber usually works 
between 6 and 9 o’clock. The family then 
are at dinner and the bedrooms are being 
aired. In the winter time, when it is dark 
at 6 o'clock, the porch climber can readily 
climb up one of the posts of a porch, and 
crawling over the top gain the window, and 
opening it get into the house. Long before 
the family have finished their dinner the 
porch cliniber has moved swiftly through all 
the upstairs rooms and helped himself to 
everything to which he took a fancy. As it 
is easier climbing down a porch than it is 
climbing up, the burglar has not much trou- 
ble in getting away with his booty. 

If the poreh climber finds a window locked 
it is easy for him to lie flat on the top of the 
porch next the wall of the house, so that in 
the darkness it is impossible for him to be 
seen from the street, and then put a steel 
jimmy under the window and pry it open. 
The catches in the majority of cases are 
not strong, and when a jimmy is rightly ap- | 
plied they either break or tear out of the 
wood in a few moments. The only way to 
defeat the enterprising climber is to make it 
a rule never to leave open a window com- 
municating with a porch unless some mem- 
ber of the household is near by. Such win- 
dows, too, should have a strong catch and 
be otherwise safeguarded, so that the porch 
climber cannot pry it open with a jimmy. 
Windows opening on to back porches and in 
other places where there is a good place 
for a burglar to stand while he is working 
with a jimmy should be well looked to and 
have the strongest and most approved kind 
of catches.

Three Factories Use 150 Bushels of 


Beans Bach Week. 


NE hundred and fifty bushels of beang 
are used every week by three baked 
pork and bean bakeries in Chicago 
Baked pork and beans have become 
as staple an article of diet as bread 

in almost all hotels, restaurants, and board- 
ing houses in Chicago. It's a regular feature 
of the free lunch in saloons and figures on 
the noonday bill at all the clubs. 


bakeries cook nothing but baked pork and 


beans, which they send out in great quanti- 


ties every day. They all sell at Wholesale 

The restaurant and hotel people put the 
baked beans in large one, two, and three gal- 
lon jars, or even larger. They dish the beans 
out in the Mttle earthen pots about the size 
of a teacup, and, after placing the tempting’ 
piece of pork over the top, warm the beang 
over the oven and then serve to their cus- 


tomers. 
In the pork and beans bakeries the beans 
are soaked for a day in cold water. Then 


they are ready for the beans. The fires are 


drawn out and the beans are placed in the 


oven at 1 o'clock each day. At 5 the next 
morning they are taken out, and in a short 
time they have been dished out into the jars

Jeased in the court after the lawyers have 
passed upon them. Maybe in the seven hours 
250,000 men wil have passed. but this propor- 
thon of men stopped by constables is of sig- 
nificance.

f HE following letter has deen re-

Where so much discrimination and sym- 
pathetic care is apparent in the music, prop- 
erties, and general accessories, there would 
naturally seem to be some good reason for 
the seeming departure in this instance. 


“Perhaps Mr. Greet, or whoever is re- 
. sponsible, would explain through you for the 
benefit of the many readers to whom the well’ 


nigh faultless production of ‘Everyman’ 
has appealed.’’ 

Mr. Greet was seen at Steinway hall and 
the inquiry of the correspondent placed be- 
fore him. He stated that the costuming of 
Death had caused the producers of Every- 
man no little thought and consideration. 
“The costume used,“ he said. is an exact 
copy of the one worn by Death in the paint- 
ing by Holbein. It was selected as being 
most closely in keeping. with: the idea of 
death entertained at the time the old moral- 
ity play was written. If your correspondent 
will read the text of * Everyman’ he will 
find that the words are cruel and severe, 
with no suggestion in them of anything of 
2 or compassion. The kindliness of 

eath—the idea that death is a beneficent 
spirit—is more a modern conception, at least 
so far as general acceptance is concerned, 
and the author of play clearly wished 
to make the e er one of terror and 


“It would scarcely have been in keeping, 
therefore, with the author's idea to have por- 
trayed Death in more attractive guise. The 
Holbein painting seem an admirable 
guide to follow, and the costume will be 
ifound an exact reproduction of it. As to the 
symbolic significance of the red cap and the 
mink fur I am unable to give you any in- 
formation. Iam of the belief, however, that 
they have no significance other than to sug- 
gest that Death 
human being, and that he was a person of 
position. and importance. The fur was a 
mark of dignity in those days. If your cor- 
respondent could examine the costume close- 
ly he would find that the fur on Death's robe 
is worm eaten.“ 

Asked concerning the drum. Mr. Greet said 
that criticism had frequently been offered on 
the ground that the instrument is modern in 
shape. It will be discovered, however, that 
the drum of the shape carried by Death dates 
back to the middle of the fifteenth century, 
and that it is, therefore, in nowise anachron- 
stic.“ 

Conversation turning to the production as 
a whole, Mr. Greet disclaimed the right to the 
greater portion of the credit he had received 
for the care and excellence the performance 
discovered. Nine-tenths at least of the 
credit should go to my friend and confrére, 
William Poel, the founder of the Elizabethan 
Stage society of England. He is the greatest 
authority on the medieval, Tudor, and 
restoration drama, from the acting point of 
view, of any one in our country. He is an 
unbounded enthusiast, and no amount of 
time or cost is too great to be expended in 
obtaining accuracy in any work he under- 
takes. I have known him to spend days 
hunting for the correct kind of a button to be 
used on a costume. The coat worn by Miss 
Matthison in Everyman” is the result of 
weeks of study and research before the ma- 
terial suitable in color and design was se- 
cured. Every detail of the setting has had 
careful consideration. The spinning wheels 

aced in front of the stage were used in the 
old moralities to symbolize labor; the organ 
on the stage stands for art; the candles for 
worship; the flowers and shrubs around the 
grave for fruitfulness and resurrec - 

„ We had hoped, continued Mr, Greet, 
“to present some of the best specimens of 
the Elizabethan drama during our stay in 
this country, but have thus far been unable 
to do so.. We are to give ‘Henry V.’ in 
New York in about six weeks, Mr, Lorraine, 
who is at the Grand opera houge with Miss 
George, and who has played many of the 
plays with our society in London, joining us 
and appearing in the title role. We use only 
curtains on the stage, no scenery being em- 
ployed, save four pillars placed in the back 
center, and supporting the red roof that rep- 
resents the covering over the stage of the 
old Globe theater, and inclosing the space in 
which the important scenes of the play are 
given. All the rest of the drama plays on 
the open stage. | 

„We have been much gratified,’’ said Mr. 
Greet in conclusion, to note the increased 
interest taken in ‘Everyman’ during the 
three weeks of our stay here in Chicago. 
And I must say that nowhere have the audi- 
ences seemed to be so deeply impressed. I 
have made a study of audiences both in this 
country and in England, and it is rarely that 
gome one or two spectators have not been 
seen to laugh and treat the performance ina 
Spirit of levity. During the three weeks we 
have been here there has not been a single 
performance—and I have watched them 
closely—during which I have seen anything 
other than the most serious and reverent at- 
tention on the part of every person in the 


audience. The record is an unusual one, and 


has interested me greatly.” 


— 

In the review of the Apollo concert last 
week the exigencies of newspaper space 
were responsible for a curtailment of the 
article, and mention of the tenor and the 
bass soloist was omitted. It is but justice 
to refer to the matter here, especially as the 
work of both the singers was in high degree 
satisfactory, and therefore deserving of 
commendation. Dr. Carl Dufft, who sang the 
bass music in the “ Creation,” has long en-

Lives might be saved by a little forethought... A few pre- 
cautions taken when there seems to be no occasion might di-. 
minish the fatality of many apartment house fires. People 
aroused in the dead of night by the cry of fire, with their 
nostrils full of smoke, their half awakened minds crazed by 
fear, relying largely on instinct in the first rush for safety, 
might be saved if a thought had been given to just this possi- 
bility. 

In most cases where lives are lost in a fire the sacrifice 
is due to the victim himself. A man who has spent his life 


in trying to save people from death by burning asserts that. 8 a 

He adds that if a cool, determined man had been imprisoned : eta ; 
instead of an excitable individual the life would not have been 
lost. That cannot hold good for all occasions, but it contains

Too Anxious to Save Property. | 


People delay saving themselves to save valuables. They 
perish in consequence. The shock is severe. The victim is 
awakened by the cries or by the smell of smoke. Before his 
already excited mind can frame a plan of action it becomes 
still more aroused by the awakening cries from all parts of 
the building, the rush of the fire department outside, the 
Shouts of spectators and firemen, the rush in the halls and cor- 
ridors. Acting under half formed resolutions and in desperate 
frenzy, the victim takes the first course opened, regardless 


of whether it leads to life or death. Anything to escape the 


immediate danger of the fire. | 
The advice of a famous fire fighter on this subject is as 

follows: | 
“No matter how close a call it seems to you at first, you 


Must try to find out in a general way the location of the 


fre. Without this you are trusting to blind luck. In nine 
Cases out of ten there is time to find this out. Without this 
precaution you are apt to rush directly to death. | N 
“With the first glimpse of the fire you should know in- 
Stinctively how to act. The moment a tenant enters a build- 
ing he should examine it with a view to exits in the case of an 
émergency. He should prepare himself by a sort of fire drill. 
It is not likely that the fire escapes and the stairways both 
will be cut off at the same time. They should not be if the 
building has been constructed and equipped properly. |

Even in London the cake walk is not abso- 
lutely new. It was introduced many years 
back by negro singers who were performing 
with an Uncle Tom's Cabin company. 
They invited some of their English friends 
to witness a dance and the cake walk had 
its first English presentation. It was inter- 
esting, but aside from that it did not induce 
the spectators to try it themselves. As in 
America, the cake waik was a popular negro 
pastime for years before it became a stag: 
favorite. 

In this country the dance grew in a sudden 
popularity a half dozen or more years ago 
and was found readily adaptable to the needs 
of the variety stage and vaudeville, to say 
nothing of comic opera. The genuine negro 
performances began to attract attention and 
cake walks for prizes came to be given as 
spectacles for the amusement of large 

audiences. 

The travels of a fad are more extensive 
than ever in these days, and now the wonder 


: , is not that London has taken up the dance 


but that it took so many years for it to cross 
the Atlantic. Its predecessor was the 
“coon” song, which has been adapted to 
the needs of the English coster singer with 
strange results—results which the American 
vaudeville singer has portrayed. for the 
amusement of his audiences. Soth „ 
song has served a number of purposes. It 
made a hit in England and then the imita- 
ton of the English imitation of it made a 
hit in this country when interest in the orig- 
mal was waning. 
* * 
Follow American Details Closely. 
Whether the English adaptatlon of the 


eake walk has been as original and amusing 
as the adaptation of the ‘‘ coon” song is a 


guestion. From descriptions of the English 
eake walk it would seem that greater regard 
for correct details has been observed. 

In the English cake walk the best couple 
of dancers lead off, holding hands as in the 
barn dance and the coronation waltz. While 
the introduction is being played the couples 
March around the cake, which has been 
placed in the center of the room. It is ex- 
plained as necessary that the march should 
be accomplished in perfect rhythm or half 
the beauty is lost. Quoting an English au- 
thority on the dance, it may be described 
as follows: 

“A high stepping. trotting movement best 


describes the next few bars, and afterwards

Who Shall Take the Cake? 

The walk being over then comes the 
ceremony of the evening. Who shall take 
the cake is the all absorbing question to the 
master of ceremonies, and all eyes are eager-. 
ly turned to him waiting for a decision. A 
solemn procession is formed around the cake. 
each couple bowing to it as they pass and 
the master of ceremonies gives his judgment. 

Two lines are then formed from end to 
end of the ballroom, the women forming one 
line and the men the other. Amid shouts 
of laughter the winning pair parade down 
the living aisle, the cake being borne be- 
fore them by a little son of the house. The 
lore of the cake is romantic. It is supposed 
in ‘coon’ land that she who wins the cake 
will be the first of the assembled women 
to become a bride, and, in order to add fur- 
ther to this pretty romance, a little gold ring 
is presented, which the winner must wear 
on one of the fingers of her left hand during 
the remainder of the evening.“ 

From that description it will be seen that 
the English adaptation is built on much the 
same lines as the American original. The 
real earnestness of the dance, however, 
cannot be secured from any other dancers 


| than colored. The white dancer cannot be- 


gin to execute the eccentrie steps upon which 
the colored dancer depends to win the prize. 
It is essentially a dance of the negro, and 
the best another dancer, American or Eng- 
lish, can do is to give a tolerably correct 
imitation, | 
Real Sensation in Paris. 

In Paris the cake walk is not merely the 
novelty of the season as it is in London, it 
is the sensation of the year. Of course this 
is natural. Anything that the stolid British- 
ers would make a novelty out of would in 
„gay Paree be turned into something wild- 
ly exciting. Parisians at first viewed the 
cake walk with suspicion. Then they com- 
menced taking it up and, presto, in a short 
time there was nothing heard of on the bou- 
levards or in the salons except Le dance 
Ameridain,’’ which is nothing more or less 
than the humble cake walk done into French. 
Simon pure negroes fresh from America were 
imported to teach the Parisians how to prance 
up and down to rag time music in the proper 
manner. | 
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The quick, jerky movement of the cake 
walk, the smiling, bowing, and twisting, and 
the opportunities for exaggerated posing ap- 
pealed directly to the nervous, active French 
people. They were intoxicated with delight 
with the cake walk. They went into it with 
enthusiasm, and now they are cake walking 
better than their dusky hued teachers them- 
selves. 

In all the fashionable salons nowadays the 
principal feature of the evening and the 
one that is waited for with ill disguised im- 
patience is the cake walk. When the guests 
begin plrouetting down the room to the Amer- 
ican air of Don't trifle wid mah cole black 
ladie,”’ the African gentlemen who had been 
brought in to exhibit the cake walk as it ts 


done on this side of the pond turn green with 
envy and slide out into the darkness of the 
boulevards. | 

The French newspapers have tried hard 


to cry down the cake walk, but all in vain. 


They pointed out that the cake walk as done 
in Paris was not the cake walk of America, 
but no one paid the slightest attention to 
them. Up and down the boulevards the 
‘*‘ Marseillaise ’’ hymn has been sueceeded by 
the sibilant strains of Take yo’ cloes and 
go and Ah don laka no cheap man,“ and 
in all the cafés, vaudeville theaters, and at 
the most fashionable salons there is but one 
sensation, and that is the fascinating, divert- 
ing, amusing “ le grande,“ Le Cake Walk.’ 
des negres Nord Americains.”’
